Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Concerning the rejection under 35 (JSC 112, 
first paragraph, of claims 6-10 and 16-22, applicant contends that the claims are supported by, for example, fig. 4 and paragraph 0040 of 
the instant application. However, the examiner maintains the rejection and respectfully contends- that the cited portions of the instant 
application do not provide support for the limitations in question. Regarding the rejection under 35 USC 103 of claims 1-2, 4, 11-12, and 
14, applicant argues that a prima facie case of obviousness does not exist because the apparatus of Chen will perform differently then 
the apparatus of the instant application due to the lengths of the turns of the coil. However, the examiner respectfully contends that no 
evidence in the form of affidavits or declarations, for example, has been provided to support this claim, and arguments of counsel cannot 
take the place of evidence in the record. For these reasons, the rejection under 35 USC 102 is respectfully maintained.. 
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
